The Hebrew alphabet, like all Semitic alphabets, consists solely of con¬ 
sonants, twenty-two in number. The following chart gives the form (printed 
and written), name (English and Hebrew), pronunciation and numerical 
value of each consonant.

The Hebrew language, unlike European languages, is both read and written 
from right to left. The pronunciation given Is the Sephardic, the type of 
Hebrew pronunciation used officially by the state of Israel. 

Examination of this chart shows that two of the consonants, the K and 
the y, are silent wherever they occur. (The Hebrew is a glottal stop; 
the HP is a pharyngeal sound that has no English equivalent.) Furthermore, 
a number of consonants are, practically speaking, pronounced alike: the 1 
and 3 are both v; the 3 and n are both b; the p and 3 are both k; the & and 
O are both s; the T), n and D are all t. The & (sh) and & (s) are distinguished 
only by the dot placed either to the right or to the left of them respectively.

THE ARTICLE 

The Hebrew language has no indefinite article. The definite article, by 
nature a demonstrative pronoun, usually takes the form n and a strength¬ 
ening of the next consonant by means of a dagesh forte (a dot in the consonant). 
It never appears In Hebrew as an independent word but as an inseparable 
particle prefixed to words. Like the English article the , It suffers no change 
for gender and number.

uncommon. 

The third person masculine singular form of the perfect tense Is regarded 
as the pure stem or Qal *?£, since It is the simplest form of the verb, without 
additional letters. Thus, the third person masculine singular perfect form of 
each verb conjugation or formation was selected for inclusion In this dic¬ 
tionary. 

Tense: 

The Hebrew verb has only two tense forms, the perfect, expressing a com¬ 
pleted action, and the imperfect , expressing an Incompleted action. All 
relations of time are expressed by these forms or by combinations of these 
forms. 

The perfect action Includes all past tenses of other languages (perfect, 
pluperfect, future perfect, etc.). The imperfect action Includes ail Imperfect 
tenses, classical Imperfect, future and present. The later Is expressed by the 
Hebrew participle. There Is also an Imperative, derived from the imperfect, 
and two Infinitives (an absolute and a construct). 

Mood: 

Both the perfect and Imperfect may be Indicative; the subjunctive moods 
are expressed by the Imperfect and its modifications. 

Inflection: 

The Inflection of Hebrew tense forms as to persons Is different from the 
Romance languages In that it has distinct forms for the two genders, which 
correspond to the different forms of the personal pronouns. Personal in¬ 
flections of these tense forms arise from the union of the pronoun with the 
•tern. 

Conjugations: 

Derived stems are formed from the pure stem or Qal. These formations 
for the most part regular and systematic, correspond to the gram¬ 
matical term conjugations. The common "conjugations" In Hebrew are seven 
In number, each of which is formed by the modification of the Qal (by means 
of vowel change and strengthening of the middle radical) or by the intro¬ 
duction of formative additions.

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When one or more of the three stem radicals of a verb is a weak one, the 
iverb Is regarded as a weak verb. 

The letters 1, \ n 1, ?t, K. the guttural and quiescent letters, are the 

weak letters. The letter (f) ) is also regarded as a weak letter. 

The three stem radicals of the verb are designated by the letters V D. 
jThe position of the weak letter or letters In the stem determines the classi¬ 
fication of weak verbs. For example. 2VT is a ’"D verb, meaning that the 
[initial radical of the stem is '""i the verb niD is classified as a IT 1 ? verb, the 
l 4 TV» being the third radical of the stem. 

If a verb has more than one weak letter It Is named after all the classes 
whese irregularities It shares. Thus HT is classified as both a and a 
I H* 1 ? verb. 

The paradigms that follow will enable the reader to examine the weak 
(irregular) verb schemes of the seven conjugations. Infinitive, imperative and 
third person masculine perfect, participle and imperfect forms are listed.
